/ A> ' A accordance xfith Bureau instructions this office has set up a 
Communist index. The instructions available in this office concerning 
the Communist index are very meager, and a number of questions have 
arisen concerning the manner in which this index should be maintained. 



It is not known whether the Bureau intended that this index should 
e a complete index of Communist Party members, both past and present, 
or whether it is to be an index only of known and current Party members. 

aere is considerable information available in this Division, for example, 
that persons were members of the Communist Party in 1943 and 1944, but 
their connection with the Party since .that time is unknown. Should these 
individuals be included in the Communist index? 



. The Communist index was set up in this office incident to a file 
review made in connection with Burea^ instructions. At that time all 
individuals who had been members of the Party in this Division were 
indexed and included in this file. It is not known at this time whether 
all of -these individuals are presently in the Seattle Division. Is it 
• j Bureau’s desire that there should now be a review of the Communist 
index to exclude individuals who have left this Division, or should this 
weeding out process be merely an incident to other investigations con- 
ducted. It is true that the Communist index in this Division has far 
more names in it than the known Communist Party membership in this Division, 
ihe Bureau is requested to advise what its wishes are in this connection. 



There likewise are no instructions in this office as to the form of 
this index and what information should be included on the index cards.

ureau relative to this index it would be appreciated if the Seattle Division 
could be so advised.

It should again be jointed out that the Bureau does hot 
desire mass interviews of security matter subjects snd you should 
thoroughly evaluate each case before cdthority to interview is 
requested.'.

M. KERNDT, a number of registration and transfer cards maintained by RAHT$p&L 
at CP Headquarters, Seattle. One of the' cards bore the following notation: N 
"JACK PRICE, 35th Section, 3rd Avenue Club"..

Reference is made to SAC Letter #97, Series 1949, dated October 19, 
1949, to the section entitled ’’Communist Index”. 

In order that the Bureau may be fully apprised of the condition of 
this index in the Seattle Division, the following information is submitted: 



For a number of years the Seattle Office has maintained, for the use 
of the Security Squad, a main file index on 3x5 cards in the office of the 
Security Supervisor. This has been an index of all main files, both individuals 
and organizations, which deal with Security matters in the Seattle Division. 

It has been used by a clerical employee primarily for indexing in connection 
with the channelizing of memoranda on Security matters. In view of the in- 
structions contained in SAC Letter #97 on the Communist index, the above-mentioned 
main file index will no longer be necessary in its entirety in this office. 

Insofar as it pertains to individuals it is a duplication of the Communist index. 
■Accordingly, instructions have been issued in this office to consolidate this 
index into the Communist index, thereby leaving only one index on the Security 
matters pertaining to individuals. The consolidation of these two indices will 
take approximately two or three weeks yet to complete. The index cards previously 
maintained in the main file indices which pertained to organizations have been 
withdrawn and set aside into, a separate index now comprising a main file index 
on organizations exclusively. This index will be used as it has heretofore in 
assisting a clerical employee in the channelizing of Security memoranda which 
pertain to organizations. In the future the Communist Index will be used in the 
same manner in assisting the clerical employee in channelizing Security memoranda 
which pertain to individuals*

At the time that the Communist Index was originally prepared in this 
office, it was set up on the 5x8 cards containing, wherever possible, the 
information set out in SAC Letter #97. There are presently over three-thousand 
of these cards in the index. It is not believed advisable to retype these 
cards onto a 3x5 size card for the sake of uniformity. Unless the Bureau 
instructs otherwise, the Communist index in the Seattle Division will continue 
to be maintained on the 5x8 size cards. No other changes, either in the index 
or in the procedure for handling memoranda being channelized into files, is 
contemplated at tfcls time. - &
